It is the ulti- 
mate intention of the county »u- 
thorities to extend the present 
roade into this valley and thus 
open to Los Angeles and its many 
visitcrs a valley which has many 
of the wonderful features of 
Yosemite. This ‘plan is one of 
the hopes of Superintendent Wade- 
werth who, in fact, has fallen 
victim to the charms of the big 
pines, among which he has lived 
for the past few years. 

Buyt though thie valley ie now 
hard to reach, there are many 
other points of interest, such as 
Table Mountain, on top of which 
the Smithsonian Institute hag lo- 
cated an observatory to detect and 
record sun spots in observaticns 
upon weather conditions. At this 
time of year the wind sweeps 
off of Mojave Desert, presenting an 
anomaly, in that the wind its 
pilercingly cold and the top of the 
mountain is covered with snow. 
From that peak, also, one may see 
North Baldy, covered with snow 
at this time of year. This moun- 
tain, which has an elevation of 
10.600 feet, is part of the San 
Bernardino range of the GSlerra 
Madre Mountains. It is entirely 
within the Los Angéles County 
Park, as are most of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains. 


Plans are already under way to 
establish a skating rink for winter 
sport by flooding Jackson Lake, 
also located within the park in a 
scenic spot surrounded by big 
pines. Within the park is a large 
inclosure of 165 acres where a 
number of deer are kept, while out- 
side the inclosure wild deer roam 
without fear of danger, for no fire- 
arms are allowed to be discharged 
in the park. Even wildeats may 
roam at peace, unless they are 
caught in a trap. It is planned to 
bulld a swimming pool in the reo- 
reation center of the park.

NOBLE PADRE 
Good old Father Junipero Serra, dead 
iand buried these last 140 years, will live 
‘again in his beloved California today, for 
his spirit will reign over the ceremonies,

fornia should have honored years ago by 
some such lasting memorial as this fine 
statue of imperishable bronze to be uncov- 
ered to the gaze of the multitude today.

Full credit has been given by the people 
of every creed to Serra and his brother 
priests, who were the true pioneers, the 
forerunners of our present California civil- 
ization, but there are those who smile at 
their work as futile. This idea is a false 
one. Considering the human material with 
which they had to work—that of an aborig- 
inal people of the lowest scale—the padres 
accomplished wonders. Many of these sav- 
ages were brought to a far higher state 
of spirituality than they ever could have 
hoped to reach by their own efforts. They 
received valuable manual training, and 
many became excellent husbandmen.

This kind of case, as well as its dispost- 
tion, while uncommon in this country, is by 
no means unique. Time and again primi- 
tive law has prevailed over that of civiliza- 
tion, especially in our early history. And 
wherever the Caucasian race has been con- 
fronted by the probléms intident to the as- 
similation of a people of a much lower or 
der of intelligence it has had to yield many 
a point in deference to tribal laws, many of 
which were unwritten, but had passed down 
by word of mouth and were deemed more 
binding by their votaries than those of their 
white rulers, 


Britain bas had to make many conces- 
sions of this kind in India, where its law- 
enforcers have run up against the Vedas 
or the Koran. Each cult, caste and tribe in 
that country adheres strongly to its rell- 
gious beliefs and socia] rules, most of them 
with fanaticism. Of late this fanaticiem 
has become so intense in that country that 


Britain has felt it necessary to promise the 


natives complete self-government, which 
they probably will have in a few years. 

In our island possessions we have had to 
make similar concessions where native law 
has contravened that of our own, though 
these have not been so marked, and self- 
government, though contemplated in the 
case of the Philippines, has not been defi- 
nitely promised. 

The acquittal of May, the Indian, will not

That's all; just go in and sepa- 
rate them!

up to the band and, while talking 
to Contreras, suddenly drew from 
the folds of his blanket a gun, 
firing point blank at Robies's chief 
and mortally wounding him on the 


spot. 

The shots served as a signal for 
hidden enemies ambushed near by 
to rush the camp, forcing all to 
scatter in every direction. All but 
Robles abandoned their chief. 

He drew the bandit’s helpless 
form across the horse and, himself 
riding on the haunches, made a 
mad escape through the hail of 
bullets sent in his wake. 

As the distance from danger 
lengthened, from Contreras’s pocket 
dropped a folded sheet of paper. 
Out of danger Robles drew rein, 
but his chief was gasping his last 
breath and whispered into his ear 
that the markings on the paper 
showed where his wealth was 
buried.

Doubtful Honor

Shots. Missed 


The shots that were intended 
for Robles missé¢d their mark and 
he was the only man of the lot 
to escape with his life, according 
to his narrative. The comrade be- 
side him, when the firing began. 
had rolled over on top of Robles. 
The Federa] soldiers, bending over 
the forms in the dark had distin- 
guished but one victim and had 
fired their shots into the body of 
friend. 

later Robles arose, made his 
way to a near by corral and, wrap- 
ping the hoofs of a horse in rags, 


fled. In this manner was the piece 
of paper ieft behind him im the 
hands of the woman. 
Gradually the emnity against 
Contreras’s men died down and 
after months Robles returned with 
a Federal Commander's pardon tn 
his pocket. But the woman with 
whom he left the paper was gone 
from Villa Guerrero. 
He searched for her for four 
and a half years, for she had gone 
off with one of the Federal so}- 
Giers, as women who follow the 
Mexican armiés are wont to do. 
even into the fighting line. Robles 
spent all he had himeelf searching 
in every army camp in the coun- 
try, and when he had given up the 
search returned. to the house at 
Villa Guerrero. There quite by 
accident he found the slip one 
day, hidden in the bottom of an 
old earthen jug in the kitchen.

ing expedition. He has found the 
men to back him and is at present 
organizing the personne! of the 
expedition to, start out in search 
of the wealth of his former chief.

Josef Hofmann returned from 
Europe the last week of October to 
resum. his teaching at the Curtis 
Institute of Music in Philadelphia, 
where he is director of the piano 
department.

It alee con- 
travenes the aspertion made by the 
leaders of a certain school of criti- 
elem and duly echoed by their par- 
ret-like followera, to the effect 
that only people of & second-rate 
order of intelligence now read 
Stevenson.

This coming December, Consul 
Lowry is scheduled to make what 
might be termed his Jebut or first 
appearance in am arena, not in «a 
professional capacity, as bullfight- 
ing has its “home brew” exhibi- 
tions, much like the impromptu 
ball games organized at every gath- 
ering of Americans at home end 
abroad. 

Lowry has promised to appear in 
the private arena at one of the 
big breeding ranches where fight- 
ine bovines ere reared and edu- 
cated for the local bull ring. These 
home-made bulifights are attend- 
ed by fans and are quite tn the na- 
ture of social affairs. They take 
place in connection with the year- 
ly “tienta,” which is an event at 
the big ranches where the savage 
cloven hoofs are bred. The “tienta” 
means literally the “touch.” It is 
the test through which the young 
bulls have to go pertodically in or- 
der to prove thelr savagery, with 
experts as judges whether they 
will develop into the right sort 
for the bull ring.

INSPECTION 
IS URGED BY 
SPECIALIST 


Speaker Advocates Con- 
stant Watching During 
Construction 


In an informal talk before the 
subcommittee of the construction 
'‘ndustries committee of the Cham- 
‘er of Commerce Norman M. Stine- 


man, a Chicago stfuctural 
meer, specialist in building codes, 
advocated constant inspection at 
the owner's “expense on all large 
bufldings during construction. 

‘This inspection would be in ad- 
dition to that now provided by the 
city building department.” said Mr. 
Stineman. the inspector should 
“e responsiblé to the city. It is 
impossible for the city to furnish 
‘ontinuous inspection and the em- 

loyment of a competent man by 
the owner would insure both own- 
er and city. 

“The failure of the Knicker- 
bocker Theater in Washington, 
D. C.. about two years ago can 
be traced to lack of inspection. The 
main roof truss of this building 
was built shorter than the plans 
called for and crashed under the 
first’ snow load resulting in the 
loss of 100 lives. 

“Washington, tin ite new build- 
ing code, adopted last July. now 
requires the owners of buildings 
above a certain size to employ in- 
spectors who must be constntly 
on the work and report weekly to 
the city buillding department. 
Similar provisions are in effect in 
Boston, Cleveland dnd Seattle.” 

Mr. Stineman will address the 
Los Angeles Building and Safety 
Committee on this subject next 
Tuesday.

Here is good news for hunters! 

On December 1, the Fish and 
Game Commission will open Cali- 
'fornia’s first Chinese pheasant sea- 
son. 

This season lasts only from De- 
cember 1 to December 7, during 
which time the hunter may take 
a Umit of six birda, 


Fifteen years ago the Game 
Commission released a few pair of 
these birds in the Owens Valley 
and the flock has increased to such 
an extent that the numerous re- 
quests for an open season on them 
have been granted for a short time. 
Only District 4%, made up of 
Inyo and Mono counties, is af- 
fected by this new ruling. 

For the past few years the Game 
Commission has been raising these 
birds in the Yakima Valley, where 
climatic conditions parallel thode 
in the Owens country. Three thou- 
sand five hundred of the “Chinks” 
were recently shipped to Owens 
Vall under the supervision of 
E. . Lewis. These birds, with 
the Increase of the original flock 
in the valley, should provide good 
shooting and insure every hunter 
his limit of six birds. 

Ed Hedderly of the local com- 
mission office sent out the ap- 
peal to hunters to shoot only coc 
birds and save the hens for future 
propagation.

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Practical Pointers Orchard Heating 


Knowledge of Variations in Air Conditions Near the Earth Helpful in Pro- @°ti08

Heat is radiated by the sun to the earth 
and the temperature of the earth is in- 
creased. When thé earth becomes warm 
through radiation, heat is given off to that 
portion of the air which comes in contact 
with the ground. The earth is not only giving 
off heat to the air from actual contact with 
it, but is also giving off heat by radiation 
into space. During the day, more heat is 
received by the earth than is given off 
through radiation, but at night no heat is 
radiated to the earth, although it contip- 
ues to give off radiated heat. 

As the earth gives off radiated heat at 
night, it becames colder and absorbs heat 


from that part of the atmosphere nearest the | 


ground, causing a drop in temperature 
close to the surface. This cool stratum of 


air gradually increases because of the loss . 


of its heat to the earth. As this process 
goes on, a considerable portion of the at- 
mosphere near the ground becomes cool 
and has above it a warmer air, this increas- 
ing in temperature with increasing eleva- 
tion up to a certain limit. Many nights the 
temperature forty feet from the ground is 


from eight to fifteen degrees warmer than Portan 


it is near the surface. 

Such a condition is called temperature in- 
version and on a cold night is considered 
ideal for frost protection. All that is neces- 
sary under such conditions is to heat that 
portion of the atmosphere which is closest 


-to the ground, for that which is higher up 


is warm and, being warm, will prevent the 
loss of heat made artificially in the orchard. 
This condition exists because the heated air 
from the heaters gets to a certain height 
and has the same density as the warm air 
which is at the higher level. 

AIR DRAINAGE 


Another means by which cold air finds its 
way in large volumes close to the surface 
of the ground in an orchard is through air 
drainage. As the cold air increases in vol- 
ume at the surface of the ground in higher 
levels, it tends to go down the slopes where 
the land is not very level, just as cold water 
tends to reach a lower level. This causes 
an unusual amount of cold air 
points and if there is any thing 
— a banking up of this air, it increas- 
fe frost hazard in that particular area 
re the banking takes place. This, of 
requires a considerable amount of 


— 


many years in protecting citrus or- 
chards from frost. Cloth covering has been 
used, lath protectors have been tried, both 
furrow and basin irrigation have been prac- 
ticed and there have been experiments with 
overhead irrigation. It has been noted that 
overhead irrigation has increased the tem- 
perature from two to three degrees for a 
short period, but it cannot be used for a 
sufficient length of time to accomplish the 
complete protection of the orchard. One 
difficulty in connection with the overhead 
irrigation plan is, that in a severe cold

The Artichoke Makes Its Debut as One 


By ROSS 


HILB the artichoke is grown in home 
gardens generally throughout the 
country, itisa crop ofcommercial im- 
only in the central coast districts 
of California. A decade ago, plantings were 
arowd 1500 acres, chiefly within a radius 
of 100 miles of San Francisco Bay, ahd the 
crop was marketed principally in the State. 
In 1920, the acreage had increased to 3000, 
but during the last five years the plantings 
have grown to 11,000 acres and the produc- 
ing districts now spread from Marin county 
in the north to Ventura county in the south. 
There are. also some plantings along the 
Orange county coast. 

So rapidly has this crop increased in im- 
portance that last year a close check was 
made on its marketing by State and Federal 
Departments of Agriculture qo-operating, 
and recently their representatives in San 
Francisco, C. J. Hansen and O. W. Holmes, 
issued a review of the 19241925 crop move 
ment. The following paragraphs are a dl- 
gest of the information that this publication 
contains, supplemented by some facts 
gleaned from other sources: 


Along the central coast of California, 
some artichoke growers have adopted the 
trade name “Fog-Kist” for their product. 
They are also considering the advisability

While all who try artichokes once become 
regular fans, the production has increased 
more rapidly than the demand during the 
past few years and growers are alive to 
the fact that people should be given an op 
portunity to become better acquainted with 
the “choke.” Then an association could ac- 
complish a great deal of good in establish- 
ing grades, better packing methods, and 
other necessities of standardization. 
Experts say that there are few vegeta 
bles which carry more valuable natural ele- 
ments and it has long been known as &

iT 18 PARTICULAR 

The cultural requirements of the arti- 
choke, for commercial production, at least, 
are rather exacting. It is a perennial plant, 
requiring a fertile soil and equable climate. 
For this reason, so many of the coastal 
beaches and valleys along the California 
coast have been found adapted to the crop. 
In regard to methods of planting practiced 
in Central California, the recent report 
says: “The artichoke is planted four to 
six feet apart, in rows ranging from eight

and convected heat. The radiated heat that 
is given off raises the temperature of the 
ground in the orchard and also that of 
fruit and the trees themselves. This helps 
to raise the temperature in the orchard. The 
heated air which rises from the heater 
through convection further helps to heat 
the air in and above the orchard, building 
the warm air down from the higher stratum 
above. Many small fires in the orchard 
therefore distribute the heat better than a 
few large fires. It makes little difference 
what type of heater is used or what kind of 
fuel is consumed. Further, it matters little 
whether a high or a low stack heater is 
used so far as the heat is concerned, pro- 
viding a sufficient amount of fuel is burned 
and a sufficient amount of heat is produced. 
THE COST QUESTION 

The cost is one thing that has to be con- 
sidered. One grower may be able to pay a 
profit in heating by buying expensive heat- 
ers, while another may find it necessary to 
buy the cheapest type. Another considera- 
tion in buying heaters is the question of 
smoke elimination. In some sections it is 
necessary to use smokeless heaters, es- 
pecially in close proximity to cities. To 
mention a hypothetical case in equipping an 
orchard of ten acres, we will take an aver- 
age price for heaters of three dollars. The

State college of agriculture has 
much to learn from the farmers in 
The quotation is from an ad 
dreas recently made by Dr. C. E. Ladd, dl- 
rector of extension work for the agricul- 
tural division at Cornell University in New 
York, but ft applies to every State in the 
Union. As Dr. Ladd said, “The col- 
lege does not Have a on all agricul- 
tural knowledge.” 

This is not to say that the college men 
themselves lay claim to any such monopoly 
of information, for most of them have made 
it very evident that they do not. They are 
willing to learn from those who actually 
carry on the practical work of farming and 
for the most part, at least, have shown the 
modest spirit of true students and investt- 
gators. It is unfortunate that some grow- 
ers should have misunderstood them and 
their attitude toward investigational labors 
in crop production. 

By working together and comparing 
notes, “by getting each others’ reactions,” 
as Dr. Ladd puts it, those who make their 
living in agricultural pursuits and those 
who pursue agricultural investigations from 
the sciéntific angle can benefit immeasur- 
ably from their common experiences. Real 
co-ordination of effort is necessary for best 
results both on the farm and in the outdoor

Selecting the Turkey 


T Thanksgiving dinner dates back to the 
early settiement of New England where the 
wild birds were plentiful and recommended 
by the Indians. Domestic turkeys are at 
their prime in the fall, and their size makes 
them suitable for the serving of a good 
many persons, so the custom has continued 
for practical as well as sentimental reasens. 

The selection of a good “turk” is not a dif- 
ficult matter to the wise buyer. The chief 
considerations are the amount and the qual- 
ity of flesh, particularly on the breast, back 
and hips, for plenty of flesh on these parts 
means plenty of meat for carving. There 
should be a generous amount of fat to in- 
sure a moist, tender fowl. Feeling the end 
of the keel bone and examining the spurs 
may give some idea of the age of the bird, 
but are not infallible rules. Almost any tur- 
key may be cooked until tender, but|the old 
birds take longer. 

The best method of cooking is that by 
which the flesh is kept moist and juicy. 
Cooking in a covered roaster with a little 
water in the bottom in a carefully regulated 
oven will prevent drying out. The time for 
roasting varies according to the age and 
size of the bird. . 

This, from the United States Department 
of Agriculture, may help some householder 
in making his selection for fext Thursday's 
feast. It is not the purpose of the writer 
to make the time of waiting between now 
and then any harder for little Johnny, al- 
though that, concededly, might be the first 
impression the reader would get. 


A Dual Purpose Grape 
The Muscat Bonnet grape, named after 
L. O. Bonnet, associate in viticulture in the 
College of Agriculture, has been announced 
as a mew creation at the University Farm at 
Davis. It was obtained by crossing the 
Golden Queen with the Muscat of Alexan- 


dria, and the objects sought were a new va- Ff 


riety of white color, good size, a marked 
Muscat flavor and a well filled bunch. The 
specimen resulting from the crossing ripens 
at Davis toward the ned of August, two 
weeks earlier than the raisin Muscat. It is 
still under trial, but if it proves as good as 
it promises, it will be of value as an early 
Muscat for the warm parts of the coast 
where it may be used as a table and raisin 


grape.

farm centers. 


The latest report of Horticultural Com- 
missioner Whit C. Barber shows that dur- 
ing October 1240 cars of fruit were shipped 
from the county. All but three were of vine 
yard products and practically every farm- 
ing district of the county contributed. The 
principal varieties shipped were Malagas, 
Thompson Seediess and Emperors. The 
Alicante Bouchet, Cornichons, Zinfandels, 
Servian Blues, Tokays and Ribiers are still 
going out in gradually diminishing quantt- 
tes. Districts and quantities for October 
were as follows: Delano, 387 cars; Shafter, 
264; Di Giorgio farms, 234; Wasco, 165; 
Lerdo, 70: McFarland, 44; Magunden, 38; 
Arvin, 20; Lamont 17: Pond, 3. In addl- 
tion to grape.shipments Delano shipped a 
car of pomegranates, McFarland a car of 
Persian melons and Lerdo one of sweet po- 


tatoes. Truck shipments are included in — 


the carlot figures, 1000 lugs being figured as 
a car. 

The unusually heavy shipments of fresh 
grapes will decrease the tonnage of raisina, 
in the opinion of most growers. No estt- 
mate has been made on the probable output. 
About 1500 tons have been delivered to 
the Delano and Wasco sheds of the Sun 
Maid Raisin Growers. Nearly 50 per cent 
of the crop is being classed as extra stand- 
ards by the mechanical gradefs. 

Cotton is the county’s most valuable crop 
this year. The harvest started almost «@ 
month later than in 1924. A shortage of 
pickers held up the work to some degree 
in nearly every district. The standard wage 
is 1 1-2 cents a pound, but in many itustanc 
es farmers have paid 2 cents in order that 
they might get the first picking off the 
planta before a heavy rain could damage 
the quality. Leaders in the industry dep 
recate the payment of such a high wage, 
saying it does not move the crop any faster 
and that the farmers cannot afford it. At 
the price at this writing, 22 cents, picking 
cost amounts to one-fourth the total returns, 
including seed sales, where 2 cents «@ 
pound is paid for seed lint. Farmers gen- 
erally are holding the crop for a rise in 
prices. Seed prices have dropped from $40 
to $30 a ton since the termination of the 
seed mill “war.” 


The United States Department of Com- 
meree figures for Kern county showed a 
total of 4185 bales ginned on October 18 of 
this year, as campared with 4866 bales 
ginned at the same time last year. The ac 
reage is about double that of 1924, but pick- 
ing is a month late. 

A recent trip through the orange 
, tricts showed the fruit,in Edison, Fairfax, 
Jasmine, Magunden and Kern Mesa sections 
coloring rapidly. Some shipments have al- 
ready been made. Packing houses are 
open and the picking season will continue 
through November and December. Quality 
is above normal, and the promise of profits 
will come from a firm market rather than 
a heavy yield, as the harvest is below nor- 
mal in size. Orange men appear pleased 
with the prospects. 

° GOOD ALFALFA CROP 

While alfalfa prices have not been high, 
the season’s crop was good throughout the 
county, six or seven worth-while cuttiigs 
being made. The dairy farms, which are 
confined chiefly to the country south of 
Bakersfield and the WascePond country, 
are in better condition than ever before. 
Prices are firm at better than 60 cents a 
pound for butter fat. Prices for good dairy 
cows are advancing. 

More than 500 acres of winter vegete- 
bles will be planted in the county if 
reports received* are dependable. 
and onions are the principal crops, but tur- 
nips, rutabagas, garlic, and 
other vegetables are being tried out“on a 
commercial scale in many, comme 
Wasco, Shafter, Weed Patch, 
McFariand, Delano and other agricultural 
districts are planting vegetables. Some 
lettuce has been harvested in Shafter and 
Magunden. The bulk of this produce will 
be ready in January. Onions and garlic 
will comg in next May on June.

been during the past and then estimate the 
possible number of times that he may find 
it necessary to heat; third, he will have to 
determine as to whether the value of the 
fruit and the trees lost will more than pay 
for depreciation, interest, and all operating 
costs. 
PLACING THE HEATERS 

The placing of the heaters in the orchard 
should be done only after a great deal of 
thought has been given to the subject. The 
movement of the air through an orchard on 
a cold night should be carefully considered 
and the heaters should be so placed that 
the least amount of heat is lost. Extra heat- 
ers should be banked around the outside of 


the orchard, especially on the windward side. 


Sufficient storage tanks should be main- 
tained so that fuel will be on hand for at 
least two refillings of the heaters. KE oil 
ie used, the storage tanks should be so 
placed that the oil will flow by gravity into 
the tank wagon. 

Good thermometers should be used and 
they should be tested by a meteorologist 
or some one who thoroughly understands 
such testing. About one thermometer for 
each five acres is usually sufficient. The 
taking of temperatures should be done with 
great care. A flashlight should be used for 
@ light. One should be careful also not to 
breathe on the thermometer while taking 
the temperatures. 

Where a grower is regulating his heat- 
ioe, oe with sheltered thermometers, he should 
dis- light his heaters at a trifie higher tempera- 
ture than he would if his thermometers were 
out in the open. Under average conditions, 
for oranges, using the sheltered thermome- 
ter, the temperature at which to consider 
lighting the heaters should be about twenty- 
eight degrees. For ‘lemons, it. should be 
about thirty degrees. If one has not had 
experience in lighting his heaters, it would 
pay well to get a little practice with them 
on at least one or two nights before he finds 
it necessary to heat, in order to facilitate 
the lighting operation during a frost or 


TO BE SUCCESSFUL: 

(1.) The citrus grower should watch weath- 
er conditions and know what the weather 
forecast is. 

(2.) When the danger point is being 
reached, he should watch the thermometers 


(3.) He should have all equipment ready, 
with torches filled and ready for use. 
(4.) He should start to light his heaters 
as soon as the danger point is reached. 
(5.) He should remember that success in 
orchard heating is measured by the degree 
of attention given to providing adequate 
equipment, and to all the details in the use 
thereof, as well as by the judgment and 
in protective work.

Query About Rabbits 
Comes From China 


That news of the growth of the rabbit in- 
dustry in Southern California has reached 
the outside world is indicated in a letter re- 
cently received by Charlies 8. Gibson, secre- 
tary of the Brentwood Chamber of Com- 
merce and nationally known as a judge at 
rabbit shows, from an instructor in the 
West China Union University at Chengtu, 
China. The writer sought information rel- 
ative to literature on rabbit breeding and 
care and advice as to breeds which Mr. 
Gibson would recommend for trial in the 
oriental country. He.says that the interest 
in rabbits in China is not very great, but 
expresses the belief that rabbits of good 
breeds, if properly cared for, mikht become 
an important article of diet in the country. 
The rabbit of his part of China, he ex- 
palins, is “a pure white animal with pink 
eyes, the best of them weighing about four 
pounds.” 


“There is practically no value for meat,” 
he says, “except in winter, when the furs 
are found of use. There has never been an 
effort to build up rabbit meat sales, so far 
as I am able to learn. The rabbits are 
largely fed on grass and weeds, and as a 
result, the meat does not fetch much on the 
market. Chicken is largely used, but at the 
prices at which the two meats are sold, rab- 
bit and chicken meat are not in the same 
class.” 


The writer wants to know if it would pay 
to stick to the Chinese rabbit and improve 
for size and other qualities, or whether it 
would be best to import some of the rab- 
bits so successfully bred in Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Mr. Gibson is himself a breeder of fur, 
meat and fancy rabbits and has Pm yed a 
considerable part in encouraging the devel- 
opment of the industry in this section. He 
declares that the thing needed for the build- 
ing up of an important fur rabbit industry 
here is the enactment at Washington of a 
tariff on furs from Europe. With such a 
help, he says, Southland breeders would be 
able to market their excellent fur products 
for enough to put local fur rabbit produc 
tion on a paying’ basis. 


EGG PRODUCTION DROPS 


TUCSON (Ariz.)\—For the month of Oc 
tober in the third annual egg laying con- 
test conducted here, the month's produc- 
tion again fell behind that for the same 
month last year, as it had for the two pre- 
ceding months. For the twelve months the 
production is 5 per cent lower than for the 
same period in 1924. However, it is consid- 
ered good in view of the fact that twice as 
many entries had to be passed upon. Del 
Rio Poultry Farm stood first with 2817 
exes, Lee Apel second with 2647, and Alex 
Stewart third with 2442. Sunnyside Poultry 
Farm's entry, Hen No. 121, had laid 291 
eges, which exceeds the high bird of last 
year by seventeen eggs. Rel Rio and C. A.

All 
unnecessary handling should be avoided. To 
the best of the writer’s knowledge there is 
but one sweet potato storage house, built 
especially for this purpose, in Los Angeles 
county. In the past most of the sweet po- 
tatoes have been sold to the market soon 
after being dug. This has resulted in low 
prices at the time and high prices during 
the winter and spring.

to ten feet wide. The distance between 
rows depends somewhat on the nature of 
the soil, the contour of the land, and wheth- 
er the grower intends to plant some annual 
crop in the field between rows.” This is 
in keeping with the latest developments in 
the industry. 

While the normal producing season is 
June and July, the best buds are produced 
during the cooler months. Bearing starts 
the first year from plantings started from 
suckers off parent stalks and about twelve 
months after summer transplanting from 
seed beds is made. Four-year-old plants are 
considered mature and bear heaviest. 
Plantings are usually renewed at the end of 
seven years. Generally speaking, aD acre 
will require 850 to 950 plants and one plant 
may produce twenty-five to seventy buds 
per year according to age. The buds devel- 
op rapidly and are cut as soon as they ma 
ture, but before the scales open too much. 
In the late spring, the tops are cut back 
level with the surface of the soil to re-in- 
force the roots for the next season. New 
shoots spring up quickly, however, and the 
buds usually are sufficiently mature for a 
first cutting in August, continuing through 
the fall and winter, with highest production 
in February and March. 

The economics of artichoke production in 
California are well covered in the Federal 
marketing report, which says that the cost 
of starting an acre of artichokes is no small 
item. Land requirements are exacting and 
careful selection is imperative, as most 
growers are not owners, and high rentals 
are not uncommon. In addition to this, 
plenty of water must be used, bringing up 
cultural costs. The federal experts declare 
that the estimated cost of preparing land 
for artichokes to the point of production 
amounts to approximately $1000 an acre. 

BAY CITY LIKES 'EM 

During the 1924-1925 season, 1155 cars of 
“chokes” were shipped from producing dis 
tricts in California. This is a great in- 
crease over preceding years, and indicates 
that the popularity of the vegetable is in- 
creasing even if it is still out of desir- 
able proportion with production. The car- 
lot figure given above does not include truck 
movement, or less-than-carlots, because San 
Francisco, where most of the truck move 
ment was received, is one of the largest 
artichoke consuming centers n the coun- 
try.

Develops Section 


DELANO.—Section 29, lying two miles 
northwest of this town and belonging to the 
JQL. Taylor Products Company, Fresno, has 
been sold to the California Grape Products 
Company of Ukiah for a reported cash stip- 
ulation of $175,000. 

The 640-acre tract is a portion of the Wil- 
liam H. Harrelson estate and until last 
fall -had been planted to grain. .Mr. Harrel- 
son was a grain farmer on a large scale. 
The Taylor interests purchased it and 
started development work. Thousands of 
dollars were spent in levelling and sinking 
four wells averaging 5090 feet in depth. A 
well was drilled for each 160 acres. Four 
reservoirs were built and deep-well turbine 
pumps installed. The land was planted to 
cantaloupes in the early spring and a crop 
of excellent melons was marketed under the 
old Taylor brand. During the latter part 
of August the land was prepared for vegeta- 
ble planting and a crop is now ready for 
market. Lettuce is already moving from 
the section. 

The company purchasing the tract is a 
recent investor in the district, where it has 
this year developed a 260-acre tract plant- 
ing to juice grapes. Its other holdings lie 
south of the new purchase. The company 
is represented in the district by A. Perelli 
Minetti. It has a site on the highway just 
within Delano, where it plans to erect a 
factory for the manufacture of grape prod-

There was one 
point of the process that baffled them all, 
something that had to do with freezing the 
weed after it had been boiled and purified. 
Failure of the whole project seemed immi- 
ment when Mr. Becker came along and

CHEMIST SOLVES PROBLEM 


Mr. Becker is a chemist and the originator 
of processes for extracting oil and citric 
acid from citrus fruits, and he proved to 
be the man who could fathom the secret of 
making agar from the red seaweed. The 
mext step was to abandon the location at 
Glendale for one at San Diego, near the 
source of the greatest supply of seaweed, 
the waters of Lower California. An old red 
brick building, once a brewery, in the out- 
skirts of San Diego, near the highway and 
not far from the bay, was purchased, with 
two acres of ground. A ten-year concession 
to gather réd algae along the Mexican coast 
was secured from the government of Mex- 
ico and a fleet of motor boats manned with 
deep-sea divers was put in commission. 

There were new difficulties to overcome 
that could not be settled by test-ubes in 
the laboratory. Owing to the low wages 
paid in Japan, the Japanese were able to 

uce agaragar more cheaply than it 

could be turned out in this country. was 

pecessary for the American company to de- 

vise mechanical apparatus to offset this dis- 

advantage. “It took several months to do 

.” said Mr. Becker, “but we have suc 

ed and everything is working smoothly 

w. We shall soon be turning out two 
usand pounds of agar a day.” 

The species of red algae that is used in 
making agar is called “gelidium.”' It is a 


gmative of the entire western coast of the 


United States and Mexico, being found in 
short plants in the north and growing long- 
er in the more temperate southern waters, 
some of the weed found 600 miles south of 
San Diego, attaining a length of 48 inches. 
Algae do not, like land plants, derive their 
nourishment from.the soil to which they 
are attached, but- from substances held 
sclution by the salt water. These sea- 
weeds have no roots, but attach themselves 
to stones, shells and other hard surfaces 
with a tenacious grip. 
HARVESTING THE CROP 


The gelidium is gathered at low tide by 
the use of forks, rakes, and hands, and in 
deeper waters diving equipment is used. 
The weed is dried on the beach, baled like 
hay and shipped to the factory at San Dt- 
ego. There are but few days in the year 
that this plant cannot be harvested. In

Uses Chewing Gum in 
Budding Trees 


LA HABRA.—Intensive study is 
made of avocado varieties a number of 
growers of this fruit in the North La Habra 
Heights district. Here, conditions, judging 
from observations covering many years, are 
such as to encourage the belief that the 
hard shelled varieties may be grown with 
comparative safety from frost injury. This 
being the situation, an effort is being made 
to develop larger fruite with smaller seeds 
from the kinds found adapted to the region. 

The most enthusiastic of the experimen- 
ters, probably, is A. R. Rideout, whose 
seven acres under cultivation to avocados 
op Rideout Heights contain a great number 
of kinds being grown for testing. The trees 
are planted largely in terraces to facilitate 
proper irrigation. Of the bearing varieties, 
the Lyon predominates, as Mr. Rideout has 
made a specialty of this kind for years. 

Mr. Rideout has a method of his own in 
budding, the materials used being rubber 
tape and chewing gum. He selects a bud 
or germ, the bark is opened with a knife, 
the bud or germ is put in place, is wrapped 
with tape and then sealed 
gum. It will not be necessary to explain 
where the gum is carried as the owner 
makes his rounds. The same grower has 
for years practiced the plan of hastening 
growth of fruit by girding, taking advan- 
tage of naturé’s plan of making a “sick” 


being 


in tree exert itself in a great spurt to repro- 


duce before* succumbing. Of course, Mr. 
Rideout’s trees do not die, the wound made 
by the girdling of limbs healing over in 
about sixty days. This grower persists in 
thegpractice of girdling notwithstanding the 
strong disbelief in the plan by many others 
and maintains that‘ an intelligent applica- 
tion of the principle brings worth-while re- 
sults. Mr. Rideout says those using his 
system of germ budding are getting better 
fruit and securing a lead of many months 
in development over other methods.

It has also been 
found to be a fine bearer in this district.

Inspection ef Value to 
Buyer and Seller 


The Federal-State Shipping Point Inspec- 
tion Service, in its report for the season of 
1924, shows inspection of 130,000 cars of 
fruits and vegetables in the United States, 
of which 35,000 were inspected in California. 
The Golden State received only forty-one 
pe reversals at receiving mar- 


There were 19,000 cars of California 
grapes certified during 1924. The Certif- 
cates isgged have full legal standing, since 
they are receivable under federal law as 

facie evidence in any court of the 
nited States. By specifying government 
certificates, based on United States grades, 
Visalia and Bakersfield buyers in receiv- 
ing markets are able to purchase a defi- 
nite standard commodity. Shippers are 
mot only able to sell on this basis, but al- 
so to show conclusively by the certificate 
that they have made good _ delivery. 
This certificate also acts as an insurance 
protection, In case it is necessary to sub 
stantiate railroad claims. 

The main office of the California Ship 
ping Point Inspection Service is at The 
State Department of Agriculture, Sacra- 
mento. Branch offiges are established in 
San Francisco and Los Angeles. During 
the grape season special offices are main- 
tained at Fresno, Lodi, Modesto, Dinuba, 
Hanford, Madera, Yuba City, Santa Rosa, 
Napa, San Jose, Ontario, Visalia and Bak- 
ersfield.

Man directs the bees by appealing to their 
instincts, but the bees do the work. If for 
any reason the hive is without a queen, the 
bees are ready to meet the situation. If 
the queen is old and failing, they detect it. 
If she ts injured, they seek to restore her 
or ruthlessly prepare a new queen when 
satisfied that the old one cannot serve the 
community any more. The commercial 
queen raiser can bring these conditions 
about and induce the workers to raise 
queens for him if he understands their na- 
ture well enough. 

If in examining the swarm the queen is 
accidentally hurt or killed, the bees will 
discover it very quickly. They have some 
way of communication. Perhaps her regu- 
lar attendants give the alarm. They set up 
a worried buzzing and ali the hive starts 
to look for her. I have killed an old or 
undesirable queen by pinching her between 
my finger and thumb and have thrown the 
body as far as I could. In a few moments 
her dead body is covered with bees appar- 
ently trying to restore her. 

As soon as they are convinced that their 
queen is dead they prepare to grow another 
one. As they feel the need keenly, they are 
apt to raise more than enough. However, 
this is adjusted later. First the workers 
tear down the cell walls of several baby 
bees which are almost ready to hatch. As 
they near the bottom of the cell of the grub 
fortunate enough to be chosen for a queen 
they start to rebuild it, making it many 
times larger than it was before. They place 


 g@ll around the cell a predigested food which 


man calls “royal jelly,” for a queen eats 
nothing else. The baby queen or princess 
finds herself lying on a cushion of this 
queen food and she begins an amazingly 
rapid growth. She increases in weight over 
700 per cent in twenty-four hours and in five 
days will increase in weight 1500 times. If 
an eight-pound human baby grew at that 
rate it would weigh something like eight 
tons in five days. 

At the end of about five days she is sup- 
plied with all the royal food she can eat 
for the period of incubation, which lasts for 
five or six days longer during which time 
she is sealed up tightly savé a tiny ‘hole 
80 small that it cannot be seen with the 
naked eye. This hole is in the end of the 
cell. In about ten days from the time the 
bees have decided that they would make a 
queen, she hatches. She begins to gnaw 
with her powerful jaws and as she eats 
away the cell she turns around until it is 
well eaten away. Then she pushes her way 
out. Sometimes what is left will snap shut 
behiad her like a door on spring hinges. 
Usually it falls off or is open enough so that 
the bee mav knows she has hatched. Some- 
times, however, it cannot be detected un- 
til the end of the cell has been opened. 

Tbe minute the young queen is out of her 
. cell her work begins in earnest, First she 
hu is up her younger rivals which the work- 
er bees have prepared in case the first 
should not survive. She travels over the 
combs the first day, hunting embryo queens 


. and killing them, for she must have no com- 


petitors. She tears away the sides of each 
queen cell and literally tears to pieces the 
other young queens unfortunate enough to 
be later in hatching. She can tell if they are 
living, for she does not touch cells contain- 
ing dead queens. For the next five to seven 
days she is very active and nervous, run- 
ning about the combs and hiding. One may 
look over the frames very carefully and de- 
cide that she has disappeared, but usually 
she ig there, just the same. 

Then she commences to go toward the en- 
trance to the hive, and when the instinctive 
urge comes she rushes out and takes her 
flight.’ She flies in little circles, at first 
probably to make sure of the hive’s exact 
Then she flies up into the air 
and meets the drone or male bee and mates 
in the air.

This trouble, 
however, can be avoided by the driver if he 
foresees the difficulty. 

The tractor seat is more comfortable than 
that of the average horse-drawn tool and on 
soft ground where most orchard work is 
done, rides more easily, than does any 
seated tool drawn by horses. At present 
prices for fuel the cost of operation does 
not figure unfavorably by comparison with 
that where horses are used. Horse feed 
may cost less than fuel for a gas machine, 
but the saving in time feeding, currying and 
harnessing four horses as against merely 
turning off the switch for the tractor makes 
a difference of a good many heurs in the 
course of a year. 

The tractor makes fair speed when not 
pulling a load, traveling faster than the 
plodding gait of heavy horses, and the “lady 
of the ranch” much appreciates the fact 
that meals can be served without waiting 
for the men to “put up the horses.” 

Of course the tractor works much faster 
than horses and makes a large saving in 
the number of hours required for a given 
piece of work. While the first cost may 
seem large for the man with only a small 
orchard or ranch, in such cases it is some- 
times possible for him, because of the sav- 
ing in time on his own work, to do work 
for his neighbors and so help pay for his

gasket settles on the water jacket 
walls. To relieve the sediment troubles 
remove all rubber hose connections from 
the water jacket openings and then insert 
wood or cork plugs in the lower opening. 
For each gallon of boiling water used, dis- 
solve one can of household lye. Fill the 
water jacket with fluid and allow it to re- 
main for twenty-four hours then drain and 
reflush until the water runs through clean. 
Never use this solution in the radiator. 

To clean scale from the radiator, it may 
be left connected to the water jacket. Use 
three to five pounds of sal-soda, dissolved 
im one gallon of boiling water. Drain 
enough water from the radiator so that the 
soda water may be added, run the engine 
until the water boils then drain and re-flush 
until the water flows clean. 

When painting the engine or radiator, use 
only a very thin paint as a heavy body ma- 
terial will prevent the heat from passing to 
— outer surface where the air will ab- 
sorb it.

Overheating a Cause of 
Power Losses 


By J, A. ROSENKRANZ 


One of the most common troubles found 
in tractors and stationary engines is a loss 
of power due to overheating. When the 
engine becomes heated above the normal 
temperature, the power decreases, due to 
expansion of moving parts, overheating of 
the fuel and preignition or firing before 


Si. cause very rapid overheating. 


timing the valves by the factory marks 
found on the gears and flywheel so that 
exhaust valves will relieve the heat 
from the cylinders at the correct time. This 
will result not only in heating, but damage 
will be done to the valves. 

Late timing of the ignition or spark will 
The spark 
control should be advanced as soon as pos- 
sible when the engine is under load. The 
indication of a late spark is hard starting 
and loss of power. Late ignition timing 
causes the charge to burn very slowly, allow. 
ing the fame in the combustion chamber to 
follow the piston down, heating up the cyl- 
inder walls. 

Leaking piston rings which will let the 
heated and expanded gases blow or pass by 
the piston and along the cylinder walls cre 
ate the same heating trouble. Keep good 
tight rings in the engine and this will not 
only prevent overheating, but increase the 
power. 

The muffler, which sometimes stops up, 
due to carbon or defective material, should 
be kept clean and free. If the muffler is 
suspected it should be removed while mak- 
ing a heat test. 


NEW LAND AVAILABLE 


YUMA (Ariz.)—Possibly as much as 200,- 
000 acres are available for reclamation by 
pumping in the Gila Valley, east of this 
point to about Agua Caliente. Most of the 
land lies to the north of the river, which 
has worked southward, leaving a belt of 
alluvial soil of remarkable quality, capable 
of growing any agricultural product now 
raised around Yuma. One project, that of 
the Mohawk Valley Irrigation District, is 
well advanced, its power secured by an ex- 
tension of California electric lines. The 
lift is from eleven to twenty feet and the 
water is of good quality and _ suffi- 
cient quantity. Many years ago reclama- 
tion of parts of this great area was at- 
tempted by diversion from the Gila, but 
the stream is very erratic, needing storage. 
This was attempted unsuccessfully at a 
point near Sentinel, where the dam site

applice®?. A tepid sponge bath, or the ad- 
ministration of cold water compresses to the 
abdomen, will usually be all that are neces- 
sary to bring the fever within the bounds of 
safety. 

As in all other diseases the digestive 
tem should be thoroughly cleansed by the 
use of repeated enemas and emphatically 
not by means of purgative drugs. The irri 
tating effect of laxatives often does mitch 
greater harm than any benefit that can be 
secured from their bowel-cleansing effects. 

Cool water should be given as frequently 
as the child will take it. Under four years 
of age, eight ounces every two hours will be 
quite suitable—beyond that at least eight 
ounces an hour. During the acute onset, 
there is very little necessity for food. If 
the child craves nutrition of some sort, 
pure, unseasoned vegetable broths and fruit 
juices are all that are necessary for the 
first few days. Do not for a momeat 
imagine that nutrition creates strength 
under such conditions. The ability of the 
body to recover is determined not by the 
quantity of food put in but rather by the 
ability of the body to cleanse itself. 

The digestive system, together with the 
lungs, should be given every opportunity 
for disposing of its morbid waste. 

Tho treatment of the convalescent period 
following pneumonia is also of tremendous 
importance. It is this phase which deter- 
mines whether the child makes a complete 
recovery or will gradually drift into tuber- 
culosis. The serious mistake made by most 
mothers during convalescence is the stupid 
attempt toward “feeding plenty of good 
nourishing food, in order to make up for the 
weight and strength lost during pneumonia.” 

The result is that a new congestion takes 
place. The lungs being in an already en- 
feebled condition become a ready prey to 
the ravages of tuberculosis. 7 

Almost as important as proper nutrition 
is the question of climate. The child should 
be moved to a warm mild climate such as 
is present in Southern California practical- 
ly throughout the year. In this respect, we 
people of the Southwest are blessed better 
than any other area of the United States, 
for we undoubtedly have a better climate 
suitable for the recovery of respiratory dis- 
eases than any other section. 

Pneumonia, treated properly, 
have the terrors at present associated with 
it.

(Radio talk given by Dr. Lovell over KHJ.) 
LTHOUGH this talk is on the subject 
of rheumatism, it is a difficult thing to 
really define the word. In reality a true 
rheumatic condition is usually nothing more 
than the combination of two very common 
diseases—gout and arthritis. 


Rheumatism, being a very common expres- 
ston, is frequently used by the lay public 
to cover almost every kind of local or sys 
temic pain. 

Of course, as far as the ‘patient is con- 
cerned it is of very little importance what 
we label his ailment. Whether we call it 
neuritis, neuralgia or rheumatism, is of 
secondary concern. What is of major im- 
portance, however, is first the recognition of 
the allment and secondly the methods and 
the technique for curing and avoiding it in 


* the future. 


We have several forms of that which is 
popularly called rheumatism. There is the 
rheumatism which is assdciated with 
arthritis, or inflammation and swelling of 
the body joints. There is the rheumatism 
popularly known as muscular rheumatism 
which is evidenced principally by pain in 
the various museles of the body. Then we 
have rheumatic forms such as are evidenced 
by rheumatic fever, when the patient has 
an acute attack from which he readily re- 
covers, and from which he’ will not suffer 
again for a long period of time. 

Then we have the popular forms of in- 
flammatory rheumatism—rheumatism which 
' is due to toxic infection, rheumatism which 
- comes from venereal origin and rpeumatism 
which comes as the result of a definite in- 
jury to the y. 

So you may see that the subject is a large 
one and that but a few phases of it may be 
covered in this talk. 

Since the rheumatism associated with in- 
flammation and enlargement of the joints is 
by far the most common, it is therefore 
worthy of prior consideration. 

Rheumatic arthritis, which is the name 
given to this inflammatory type of rheuma- 
tiem, is found in virtually every age, in 
every climate and in both sexes, although 
women as a rule are mnate commonly af- 
fected than are men.

Consider how the pus, upon which 
thrive, developed.

Analysi¢ of the biood usually 
shows an excessive quantity of the by- 
product of faulty protein digestion. 

In many cases a condition of partial acido- 
sis exists, in which the alkalinity of the 
blood is markedly decreased. In almost 
every case we find that the diet. history has 
been exceedingly poor, while digestive dis 
orders such as considerable accumulation 
of gas, nervous indigestion and chronic con 
stipation are usually present. 


The foul toxic wastes 


faulty digestion are sufficient to thoroughly 
poison the blood. These waste materials, 
circulating through the blood stream, find a 
ready lodging place in the membranes which 
line the joints. 

A normal healthy joint is covered on each 
side by what is called the synovial sac, a 
membrane filled with a lubricating fuld 
knowa as synovial fluid.
